Axis fears of an imminent Allied 
invasion of the European continent 
were emphasized in a flood of dis­ 
patch*^ reaching Stockholm today 
as Nazi 
Germany 
grappled with 
rising political auld military dis­ 
affection in Denmark. 
Reports from Axis sources in­ 
cluded alleged discovery of large 
Allied “ship gathering'' at Bizerte 
and Oran in North Africa and the 
port of Augusuta on Sicily, sup­ 
posedly preparatory to an attack 
on Corsica or tile southern coast 
of France, and alleged concent ra­ 
tion of Allied naval forces off the 
southeast coast of England, fore­ 
shadowing 
invasion 
of 
western 
Europe. 
As regards Denmark, meanwhile, 
formation of a new Danish govern­ 
ment in exile appeared likely fol­ 
lowing disclosure the Nazis have 
tukon over the country lock, stock 
and 
barrel 
with 
resignation 
of 
Prime Minister Erik Scavenius and 
his cabinet. 
Arrests and disorders continued 
unabated yesterday and last night. 
Nearly 1,000 military and political 
leaders were taken into custody. 
A well-informed 
Dane who ar­ 
rived in Sweden last night said that 
the entire Danish royal family was 
now interned at Amlienborg Palace 
In Copenhagen after having been 
arrested at the summer palace at 
Sorgenfri. 
General strikes were under way 
in most towns of the Jutland Penin­ 
sula. 
Well-informed observers in 
Sweden said that both Berlin and 
Rome are expecting an invasion of 
Denmark at any moment.
